legislature and Mr, Huston Qutnn, 
president of the Kentucky Child La- 
bor Association, has asked the as- 
sistance of the National Child La- 
bor conunittee In the Campaign for] 
Its adoption. 

An important feature of the bill 
Is the provision limiting the hours 
of work for all under 16 to 8 a il:<> 
Owen R. Lovejoy, general secretary 
of the National Child Labor lOnimit 
tee Sieves that the experience of 
Ohio, Missouri. Illinois, and the fif- 
teen other states which have already 
adopted the 8 hour day, proves that 
such a limit Is not only beneficial to 
the children employed, but posi- 
tively advantageous to the industries 
involved. He says employers In stales 
with the 8 hour law have emphati- 
cally stated that, although they oji- 
posed the provision wlieii it was In- 
troduced, they are now heartily in 
favor of such a restriction. 

Another important provision, ac- 
cording to the National Child La- 
bor Committee, Is the eBtablishment 
of a 21 year age limit for night mes 
sengers. Mr. Lovejoy says that a 
study of the night messenger ser- 
vice has iir<i\eil conclusively that H 
is to the moral interest of the pub- 
lic lu ;'stal.llsU this limit between 
the hours ol U p. ni ami (i a. m." Lit- 
tle can be gained from the iiiKlit 
messenger service, ucioniing to llie 
Committee, but a knowledge of evil, 
as calls to disorderly houses are an 
inevitable port of the experience of 
messenger boys, beveu slates have 
already adopted a 21 year limit and 
12 more have at least an 18 year 
limit. 

The National Child Labor Commit 
tee rates coal mining as a dangerous 
occupation, especially for children. 
The latest census credits Kentucky 
with 300 coal mines giving employ- 
ment to IS.Uim persons, and yet. 
Kentucky fixes tlie same age limit 
of fourteen for this work as for or- 
dinary kinds of employment. Mr. 
Lovejoy says that the long list of 
coil mine fatalities every year is 
feuffiolent argument for a 16 year 
age limit in mines.

wounded offlcom snfely out of It It 
was generally conceded that Rergeant 
Larklna had ptit 'up the b«Ht fight nf 
any oai officer or enlisted nmn. Tliu 
colonel recoinmendod liliu for promo 
tion, and then tbe secret came out that 
he bad not only got a coinmisslon, hut 
had got MVw Bell lint the best part 
was ti«t Larkliis wu worth bair 
• nlUloo in bla own rlgbC*
